FIRST SETTLERS OF FOSTER SETTLEMENT 
NOW KNOWN AS PARKDALE-MAPLEWOOD 


In the year of 1840, a man, by the name of Ezekiel Foster, his wife and family came from 
Cornwallis Valley and settled on a piece of land, which was afterwards granted to Joshua 
Wenizel. 


He built a log house and barn, dug a well, and cleared the land around them. 


These buildings were situated on the southeast corner of the lot, directly opposite to the 
home where Leland Wenizel now lives. 


They lived here for a few years and then returned to the Valley. 


In April, 1846, David Kaulback and his brother, Edward, came to Foster Settlement. Henry 
Foster brother of Ezekiel lived in a house built by Nelson Chesley, near Whetstone Lake, the 
brook running out of the Lake still bears the name of Nelson Brook. These Fosters were the 
first settlers. 


In those days there were no roads, except paths made by people following blazed trails on 
horse back or on foot. 


In due time roads were cleared and made, but were very rough, logs were placed side by side 
in the swampy places, this was known as a “corduroy” road. 


| winter they used sleds, beside going on horseback or walking. The first wagons were made 
with quite large wooden hubs in the wheels. 


When they cleared the land they burned the wood that they did not need for firewood and 
building. 


In spring they would dig up the cradle hills with hoes and plant potatoes and other garden 
seeds; grain (mostly rye) was sown and harrowed in by a harrow, made of the crutch of a small 
tree hung on a rod between the outside parts. Spikes were driven in the ends which would tear 
up the soil. 


In the fall the grain was cut with sickles and bound with rope made by twisting a large 
handful of the straw together. Men, women and the older children helped to reap the grain. 


In late fall the men threshed the grain by spreading it on the thrashing-floor of the barn and 
pounding it with flails, which were made by fastening two stout poles (about four feet long) 
together with a leathern thong or dried eel-skin. 


When the grain was thoroughly dry it was put in bags, two of which were tied together and 
slung across the back of a horse and taken to a grist mill, none of which were nearer than 
North-West or Lunenburg. It often took two or three days to get the “grist” ground and get 
back home. 


A great deal of corn meal was used in those days a flour was scarce and prices high. Corn 
meal was much cheaper and better than it is now-a-days. The people bought it by the barrel 
($1. per barrel was the usual price.) 


“Corn Meal Mush” was a common breakfast and supper food, in fact was as commonly used 
as puffed wheat, corn flakes, potato salad, fruit salad, etc., are used today. 


Cattle, sheep and pigs were raised. As there were no pastures of any account, the cattle and 
sheep fed along the road or in open spaces in the woods. (Gardens and fields were fences). 
ears afterward the law, known as “Close Range, “ was passed and then each farmer had to 
keep his cattle and sheep in fenced pastures. 


The men used oxen to do their farm work and for hauling wood, lumber, etc. to market, the 
nearest of which was Mahone Bay. 


They kept cows mostly of the short-horned breed. (Durham). From the mild they made 
cheese. In making cheese they used whole milk. first they put the mild in tubs, (probably two). 
In this milk they put “rennet” which made the milk thick. Then they removed the “whey” by 
dipping and draining it from the curdled milk. After eh whey was all drained off, they salted the 
curd and put it in a cloth and then in a cheese hoop. The hoop was placed in a cheese press, 
which removed the remaining whey. This took several days. When their process was finished 
the cheese was stored in a cool dry place to “ripen” which took two or three weeks. 


*(Rennet is made from the inner membrane of a calf’s stomach). 
Butter is still made and the process need not be described here. 


In 1915 the first creamery, LaHarve Creamery, was built at Bridgewater and is still in 
operation. 


In the early ’90’s a cheese factory was operated for a few months at New Germany by a Mr. 
Sanford, but it soon ceased to operate. 


Sheep were kept for food and more particularly for their wool. The wool was shorn from the 
sleep (and still is) by hand shears. It was washed, dried and picked. Then it was ready for 
greasing. They used melted lard and kerosene for the grease: before carding mills were built, 
the women carded the wool by using hand-cards and then spun into yarn, by using either the 
small foot-wheel or the large spinning wheel. 


Single strand yarn was used for weaving, double and twisted yarn for knitting. 


The women wove cloth on large wooden looms which was for men’s and boy’s clothes, 
women’s and girl’s dresses and underskirts, blankets, etc. 


In making this cloth, they usually needed a cotton warp with yarn filling. If grey cloth was 
wanted, they colored the cotton warp with birch or other bark and then used grey yarn for the 
filling. If white flannel was wanted they used white warp and white yarn filling, sometimes they 
used a yarn warp and yarn filling to make all-wool blankets. 


For summer wear, a cotton warp and cotton filling were used, sometimes they colored half of 
the warp and filling blue or some other color and wove the cloth in checks. 


For table-cloths, sheets, towels, straw-sacks, etc., they wove the cloth from linen, (yarn made 
from flax). Some of the table-coth linen was woven in lovely patterns. Bed-spreads were also 
woven in different patterns. These were usually made from woolen yarn. 


They wove carpets by using a yarn warp and a rag filling. (strips of rags sewn together). 
These carpets were woven in beautiful patterns. 


Knitting yarn )double and sometimes triple) was used for socks, mittens, caps, sweaters and 
underwear. For summer stockings they used cotton yarn and knit them in fancy patterns. 


Socks and mittens sold for 25c to 30c a pair, double mittens for 50c. 


Yarn was wound (in skeins of 7 knots, 40 threads to a knot and two yards around). On a small 
frame held in one hand an the yarn would on it by the other, sometimes called a ‘niddy-noddy,” 
or it was wound on a reel which was turned by one hand and the yard guided by the other. 


FOOTWEAR 


Boots were made by a shoemaker, who went to each home. 


Each one in the family had a new pair of boots once a year. To save their boots the younger 
boys and girls went barefoot in the summer and fall. Sometimes they would start for “meeting” 
bare-foot and when nearly there, they would wash their feet in a brook and then put their boots 
and stockings on. 


(The “meeting” that they attended was held in the “Old Baptist Meeting House” which was 
built near the Indian Brook, about two miles east of New Germany). 


Sometimes, in the winter, the men made moccasins for themselves out of the skins off the 
hock joints of beef animals, the heel fitting in the part where the top joint had been. They 
sewed the toe of the moccasin on the inside and laced the top part. 


They tanned these skins by treating them with salt, salt-petre and alum. They wore them with 
the hair-side out. With two or three pairs of socks on their feet under these moccasins, they 
had very comfortable foot-wear in the winter. In summer the men wore long-legged boots 
made from cow-hide. They also wore short laced boots made from the same kind of leather. 
In later years, larrigans came into use for winter wear and still later the shoe-pack and 
lumberman rubbers. 


HEAD-WEAR 


Summer hats were made of rye and wheat straw, braided in long strips (4, 5, 7, 9, and 11 
strands) and sewn together with waxed (bee’s wax) linen thread and pressed on hat blocs. 
These hats were made by the dozen and sold for 90c to $1.00 per dozen at Mahone Bay, 
Lunenburg and a few at the stores at Barss’ Corners, kept by Bennett Morton and Simon 
DeLong. Women wore bonnets made of straw, silk or crepe, for best wear, and sun-bonnets 
made of cotton for every-day wear. | believe some of the older women wore a three-cornered 
cloth on their heads while at work in the fields, and bonnets made of black lace with ribbon 
after removing their outside wear. 


For best wear men’s hats were made of beaver skins or silk, with tall crowns and medium 
rims, later they wore hats made of felt with a stiff crown and rim turned up at the sides, 
sometime called “pea-bouncers”. For every day wear they wore caps made of fur and cloth. 


DRESS 


In olden times the folks had what they called their “Sunday Clothes” and every day clothes. 


Men’s Sunday cats were made of black broadcloth in claw-hammer or swallow-tall style and 
later on Prince Albert style, (worn b real old men and ministers). Their pants were similar to 
those of later years. For every day wear, their clothes were made of cloth woven by their 
wives, and as there were no sewing-machines these clothes were made by hand. 


Styles for worn changed with the years. 


During the first years of settlement the dresses had full skirts ad tight waists or “basques.” In 
the ’70’s and ’80’s the hoop skirt was in style, this was a full skirt worn over hoops of wire hung 
on straps of cotton. Skirts were very long and the belts very tight. The skirts were lined 
throughout, with braid on the bottom to keep it from fraying. In the late ’80’s, bustles made of 
coiled wire were worn, some of these were very large. In the ’90’s very large sleeves called 
“leg-o-mutton” were in style. These puffs were lined with soft paper which looked something 
like pulp paper. In the next 10 years high starched collars, (white and otherwise) were worn, 
which were as uncomfortable as they were high. The skirt bands and belts were very tight, so 
tight that the lady’s watch would stay under it without anything else holding it up. 


FLAX 


Flax was grown and when matured was cut and stored for use. 


Later in the fall when they were ready to prepare the flax for use, the seed was cut or stripped 
off, the straw soaked, heated, broken and “hetchled” to get the inner fibre, which was spun on 
a foot-wheel, and the linen thread was used for sewing or woven into table-cloths, sheets, 
towels, etc. The outer or coarser part was called “tow” this was also spun and woven into 
cloth from which the house-wives made straw-sacks for their beds, and also hooked mats, 
using this cloth as we use mat canvas at the present time. 


LIGHTS 


In the first day of the settlement the folk used candles made of tallow. Some of these were 
made by dipping a piece of candle-wicking into melted tallow again and again, allowing the 
tallow to cool between each dipping, until a good deal of tallow had adhered to the wick, these 
candles were used in a similar way as the other candles were. 


The moulded candles were made by placing candle-wicking through each mould and filling it 
up with melted tallow. After they had hardened, the candles were drawn out and were ready 
for use. 


There were different kinds of candle-sticks, some were made of brass, some of pewter, while 
others were made of iron, silver, etc. 


The candle was placed in the candle-stick and was lit. The light was not very bright, but 
candles were used until lamps came into use. 


Lamps were of different sizes, some had glass chimneys, the parlor lamp chimney was more 
fancy, it had a clear glass bottom and a milky glass top. 


The Aladdin Lamp which gave a much better light than the old lamps came into use about the 
year 1923. These lamps both old and new burned kerosene oil. 


In the fall of 1947 the homes in this settlement were wired for electricity, and in January, 1948 
electric lights shone out for the first time. 


SCHOOL 


Previous to 1864 when free schools were provided, education in this settlement was very 
meager. The children had to travel a great distance to school if they went at all. the first 
schoolhouse in the New Germany district was situated near a very large hill known as 
Hawkesworth Hill. 


After 1864 the county was divided into sections, the one in this settlement was No. 35 and 
was called “Faulkland School Section.” The school house was built in 1860 on the top of a 
large hill known as the “Steeple Hill.” This building was used for Church Services as well as for 
school. The school terms were for 6 months.

In 1892 whole year terms began. 


In 1894 the old school house was condemned, and the question about dividing the section 
was brought up, as it was very large and some of the children had long distances to walk to 
school. After much discussion and bickering the School Commissioners decided to have the 
section divided, a part of Newburn Section as far south as the river bridge was added to the 
lower section. The division between the two sections was Nathan Conrad’s north line, between 
the lower section and Lakeview (now Scarsdale), John Zinck’s south line. 


The lower section was given the name of Maplewood (suggested by Dr. F.S.L. Ford) and the 
number 35 1/2. 


The other section still retained the No. 35 and also the old name Falkland but was afterwards 
renamed Parkdale. The boundaries of Parkdale are, the Nelson Brook on the west to Township 
line, on the north. The new school houses were built in 1896 and school opened inFebruary 
1897.

CHURCH 


The first Church Services were held in the homes of the people. After the schoolhouse was 
built, church services were held there. 


In 1886-1887 the present church was built while Rev. M. W. Brown was pastor of the New 
Germany Baptist Church, of which this church was part. 


In 1915 while Rev. E.A. MacPhee was pastor, this church separated from the New Germany 
Church and became the Emmanuel United Baptist Church of Parkdale and Maplewood with it’s 
own pastor. 


In 1920, this church co-operated with the New Germany Baptist Church in calling a pastor, 
who served both fields. In 1930 Jubilee services were held celebrating the 50th anniversary of 
the building of the church. (The carpenters who had charge of the building in 1886-1887 were 
Simeon Spidle, (after wards Rev. Simeon Spidel), and J. Wellington Langille). 


In 1940 the centennial of the settlement of the community was held (with services in the 
church) with three days of celebration beginning June 30 with a grand parade and ending July 
2 with the Sunday School Picnic. 


The ministers who preached to the people in this community, but lived outside the pastorate, 
(probably Mahone Bay) No dates given.

MAIL 


The first mail that came to this settlement came from Aylesford by the way of lake George; 


Lake Paul and Dalhousie, stopped at Henry Foster’s in the upper part of the Settlement and 
then passed through to New Germany and Bridgewater by way of Farmington, once a week, 
the next day returned to Aylesfrd by the same route and bringing mail from Bridgewater. 


Before the roads were passable for wagons the mail was carried on horseback. 


After the road became passable for teams the mail was driven by horse and wagon in 
summer and horse and sleigh in winter. 


In later years this route was cut out and the mail was made up at Barss Corners. After the 
Gully Road was made passable, there were three mails in a week, the post office being at 
Nicholas Rafuse’s. Still later a post office was put in at Joseph Wenizell’s and was called 
Lower Foster Settlement. 


The name of the office at Nicholas Rafuse’s was changed to Parkdale when the name of the 
school section was changed. In 1908 Lower Foster Settlement Office was changed to 
Maplewood. 


Newburne had one mail per week and was made up at Maplewood. 


The next change was the installation of rural had mailboxes for those who lived more than one 
quarter of a mile from the post office. We then had a daily mail. 


In 1916 Joseph Wentzel moved to Lower Grandville and the Post Office was taken away. For 
a few years longer there was a Post Office in Parkdale, but eventually that office was also take 
away and every family had a mail box. The mail was and is at the present time made up at 
Barss Corners for each family. 


After cars became common the mail was driven by car in summer and horse and sleigh in 
winter, but since 1945 the roads have been plowed in winter and the mail driver can use a car 
the whole year. 


MAPLEWOOD 
DESCRIPTION OF PROPERTY 


The property north of the East Branch of the LaHave River was granted to George Jodrey, 
who with his wife moved here from Fauxbourg, Lun. Co. 


This property extended to the top of a large hill known as Ross Hill on both sides of the road, 
and westerly to Gully Road. 


The family consisted of three boys and one girl.

The property north of that on which William Jodrey lived, was a part of the grant to George 
Jodrey St. and retained by his son Josiah, who married Maria Young of Lunenburg.

KILL-DOG COVE 


An old legend:- In pioneer days and when Indians lived on the shores of Sherbrook Lake, 
this story was told. Indians in frail birchbark canoes, wouldn’t guarantee the weight of a dog 
beside him in the canoe, due to the sudden movements of the frail craft, and they couldn’t get 
along without their dogs, the only thing to be done was for the dog to swim across to the other 
shore, which was quite a distance, but in this case the dog couldn’t make it and so drowned 
So they gave the cove the name of Kill-Dog Cove, which is on the west side of the lake just a 
mile above the outlet. 


Probably not all the dogs failed to swim across and the white man never tried it. 


Sherbrook Lake is sometimes called the Nine Mile Lake and is on the east side of Foster 
Settlement which is now called Parkdale and Maplewood. 


Another legend is:- An Old Indian named “Solonow” was killed and buried beside the road in 
the Valley between Faulkenham’s and Jodrey’s hills. This place is now known as “Solnow”.
